FINDS UNIFORM 
TEST FOR GRAIN. 


Officials Make 
-Publie the Result of 
Two Years’ Work. — 


SYSTEM IS A SIMPLE ONE. | 


Wilson Suggests Its 


Adoption by All Boards of 
Trade in the Country. 


‘Washington, D. D.C, June 14.—[Special.}— 
Grain, flour, and agriculture! interests of the 
country will be deeply interested in experi- 
‘ments juet completed by the agricultural 
department, the purpose of which is to pro- 
vide a uniform! eyatem of grading grain. 
The experts of the department assert that 
the adoption of such a system would result 
in an enormous saving to grain and flour 
dealers, as weil as to farmers. This saving 
will amount to §25 a carload in many in- 
etances. ‘ 


Under the present plan of grading grain 
a different system prevails in nearly every 
market, and a car of wheat or corn 
phe Sele No. 1 in Chicago may be accepted 
as No, 2 in New York, or vice versa. In 
extreme cases shipments have been rejected 
and pronounced unmarkable because of a 
difference of opinion on the part of inspectors 
as to the quantity of moisture the grain 
contained. The moisture contained in grain 
largely determines its grade, as upon that 
depends whether or not the grain 
in a healthy condition. 

Inspection rules have been asennad by all 
boards of trade. They are uniform in some 
of the inspector that rules are almost worth- 
léss. In testing grain: an inepector takes 
from a consignment a handful and makes a 
guess as to the amount of moisture, the 
number of broken grains, the color, and 
quantity of dirt it contains. The purpose of 
the experiments has been to remove all ele- 
ments of uncertainty, and by asystem which 
is regarded as reliable to determine the 
quality of

‘Tanged a simple and inexpensive contrivance 
| >Y the use of which the exact quality of. 


wheat and corn can be determined in a short 
time. It consists of a small mill for grinding 
the grain, a balance such as is used by chem- 
ists, and a small oven. The manner of de- 
ciding the moisture, the percentage of colors 
in the mixtures, the percentage of damaged 
grains, and the amount of broken grains and 
dirt, the four important elements, is clearly 
shown in his report on this subject. 

To determine moisture, a small sample of 
corn is placed in the mill and ground into 
coarse meal. After grinding a definite quan- 
tity is weighed in the balance. The meal is 
then placed in meta! pans and put in an oven }. 
the temperature of which is 215 degrees. The 
meal is left in the oven for two hours, dur- 
ing which time all the moisture disappears. 
It is removed from the oven and weighed 
again. The difference between the two 
weights determines exactly how much mois- 
ture the sample contained and it is then a 
simple matter to calculate the proportion in 
a carload. 

The percentage of damaged grains is de- 
termined by selecting a sample and removing 
the colored grains. The colored and white 
grains are then counted and the percentage 
of each kirid is then reckoned. The number 
of broken grains is determined in the same 
manner, but to ascertain the proportion of 
dirt, a sample is selected and weighed. Then 
the dirt is separated from the grain by run- 
ning it through asieve. The grain is weighed 
a second time, and the difference between the 
first and second weighings shows exactly 
how much dirt there is present. Wheat is 
treated in the same manner.

RADIO-ACTIVITY IN WATER. 


Scientists at New Heven College Make 
Some Valuable Discoveries with Ordi- 
Supply. 


New Haven, Conn., June 14.—{Special. }— 
in radio-activity, with a view to disclosing 


which Prof. Thompson, the English scientist, 
said here recently might make the coal mines 
of the world useless within half a century. 

Experiments have just been perfected, 
which show that in America surface water 
has radio-activity. In England the work of 
Dr. Thompson indicated that radio-activity 
was found only in water from deep wells. 
Since Prof. Thompson left here, the Yale 
scientists have twice found that water taken 
from the city supply here has also radio- 
activity. New electroscopes and electronio- 
tors have been constructed at Yale to con- 
tinue the experiments the coming summer. 
As the radio-activity seems to be greatest 
below the surface, plans are being made to 
continue the experiments in deep dry caves.

City of Kalamazoo with three young men 
who, he said, tried to rob him and throw him 
overboard, Benjamin Franklin. 960 Wash- 
tenaw avenue, caused the arrest of his as- 
sailants in South Haven, Mich., 
morning. 

The men arrested all reside in Chicago. 
They are J. 8S. McAssey, M. E. Hoyt, and 
E. L. Hammer. McAssey and Hammer are 
railroad clerks and Hoyt is an artist. The 
men deny the charge of Franklin, and assert 
that it wen

_Franklin, with his wife, was going to South 
Haven,'wheré he had made arrangements to 
purchase a fruit farm. He carried the pur- 
chase money with him, and, it is said, dis- 
‘played it on several occasions after the boat 
left Chicago. After his wife had retired to | 
her berth, Franklin walked about on the 
promenade deck for a half hour. 


Fight on Promenade Deck. 

The night was dark and there were few 
persons on the*deck when Franklin declares 
he was attacked by the men, who had walked 
from. the cabin entrance to meet him. ~© 

Although ‘the victim shouted for assist- * 
ance, kis cries were drowned by the pound- 
ing of the boat’s engine. Finally’his shouts 
were heard by Watchman Adams of the 
boat, who had been in the cabin. He ran 
to Franklin’s assistance and the men re- 
treated for a few moments. As Adams was 
helping Franklin to his feet both men were 

again attacked by the trio, who, the boat 
policeman said, tried to throw Franklin into 
the lake. 

No attempt was made to arrest the men 
on the boat, and they left at its arrival and 
registered at the Hotel Elerding. There 
they were arrested an hour later by Sheriff 
Britton on charges of assault and attempted 
robbery made by Franklin. 

Prisoners Make Threats. 

The men protested, declaring they were the 
sons of well to do residents of Chicago, and 
would prosecute the complainant and the 
authorities for lllegal imprisonment. 

A telegram was sent by McAssey to his 
family's ‘home, 1593 Jackson boulevard, urg- 
ing his father to go at once and secure his 
release. The other men seemed unconcerned 
over the affair and declared they could prove 
at the trial that the affair had been a braw: 
started by Franklin. 

The trio will be taken to Paw Paw this 
morning, where they will be given a hearing. 
Franklin will remain at South Haven to 
prosecute the men.
